There  is  little  stimulus," 
political  scientist  Paul  E.  Sig- 
mund of  Princeton  University 
said  Last  week,  "The  people 
we  met  were  charming,  friend- 
ly, deligihtfuLIy  open,  warm,  in- 
iTormative.

The  cities  touched 
were  Shanghai,  Canton,  Pe- 
king, the  steel  town  of  En  Shen 
and  former  iMukden.  now 
Shenyang,  in  Manchuria. 

"Would  I  want  to  live 
there?  No."  he  sai'd  thought- 
fully, in  his  office  in  Corwin 
iHall,  "but  would  the  Indian  or 
Bolivian  peasant  want  to?
